; officials at the ballot-box—other iuen, elected in i 
the same manner, are to have the j»ower, by a 
simple majority vote, to turn out ot their posi­ 
tions those duly and lawfully elected, simply 
because it might please them to do so. 
If there 
has been corruption, dereliction of duty or in- j 
competency on the part of any of the Railroad 
Commissioners, why should the Democratic 
two-thirds majority of the Legislature be afraid | 
to inquire into the matter and, if necessary, 
remove them ? For himself, he would never go 
in a roundabout way to do that which could lie 
accomplished by au old-established and hon­ 
ored rule of constitutional law. If, after a fair 
and thorough investigation, any of these Com­ 
missioners should be found guilty, as prescribed 
by the Constitution, he would hot hesitate to 
vote for their removal; but he could never sub­

THE 
RAILWAY AND 
THE 
STATE.” 


1 ierrit I,. Lansing, in the North American 
1feríete for May, has an essay on “ The 
Railway and the State,” which is deserv­ 
ing of I road reading. 
We can do no more 
m tiiis space than present the salient points 
tie makes. They address themselves with 
peculiar force at this time to the people 
who delude themselves with the idea tlint 
the immutable laws of commerce are to be 
!>■ diverted, hindered or overcome by 
that panacea for all supposed ills—legis 
lation. Commerce in free action takes 
the direction of the least resistance, and 
State control always moves on the line of 
>ts obstruction, without supplying new or 
more direct channels. Thus “ control is 
ever upon the verge of interference, and 
has ever been falling over the verge into 
the abyss below.” 
Kxperience invariably 
shows the result of control to be interfer­ 
ence, and the production of results it is 
invoked to prevent, and hence whenever 
exercised it has been withdrawn, and there 
Has been substituted only such control as 
She State exercises over all property. 
fhe popular lie lief has been and is that 
railways afford an exceptional ease for the 
management of their policy and direction 
of their traflic by State control. This is 
based on the theory that railroads are not 
controlled, as are other commercial insti- 
.utions, by competition, hut in fact rates 
are the product of competition, and deter­ 
mined by the natural law of all commer­ 
cial transactions, which tends to reduce 
profits to a minimum. 
The value of money depends upon the 
relations between the demand for its use 
and the supply. This value, represented 
by the rate of interest paid for its use, con­ 
tinually tends to equalize itself in all in­ 
vestments. 
Capital in railroads cannot for 
long earn a higher interest than that oth­ 
erwise invested where the uncertainty of 
return is not greater. Governmental in- 
erference with railroad tariffs introduces 
an element of uncertainty, and hence the 
capital invested demands the promise of a 
larger return. So such interference, ex­ 
cept to redress wrongs and prevent injus­ 
tice', disitmreges investment and augments 
the demand for a higher rate of interest 
on capital invested or to lie invested in 
new lines. 
This lias been exemplified in the West, 
where arrested railroad development arose 
from the innmrtance of the item of trans­ 
portation of agricultural products to dis­ 
tant market'. The suggestion of excessive 
charge aroused agriculturists, and was 
availed of hv |x>liticians to increase the 
misunderstanding between producer and 
carrier. The result was that the former, 
through his Legislature, interfered bylaws

Competition of parallel line:, by water 
or rail is the Mirest jiossible guarantee, he 
holds, of the lowest rates and l>est service; 
indeed, this ¡s a generally admitted truth, 
and is proven by all ex|ierience. The .se­ 
lect committee of the United Slates Sen­ 
ate came unanimously to that conclusion 
in 1ST 1.

The lowest rate to market by 
anv route controls the rates by all other 
routes. 
So, lines may come directly into 
competition though not parallel. 
This 
principle is illustrated in the grain market 
of the United Kingdom, which is supplied 
hv Russia, the United States, Egypt, Gan- j 
ada. India, etc. So, the rate from Odessa 
to Liverpool affects the rate by sea from 
California, as well as by rail from Ilakota. 
If the cost of production in Dakota and 
Germanv were the same, and the supply of 
either equal to the demand at Liverpool 
the rate from Dakota to Liverpool would 
lie the same as from Germany, otherwise 
Dakota could send no grain to England. 
But, if the cost is less in Dakota, the rate 
would tend to equalize the cost of produc­ 
tion in the market. 
Transportation is a 
part of the cost in market, but not in­ 
volved in the cost at the place of produc­ 
tion, and hence the jxiwer of markets in 
the regulation of rates of trans|K>rtation. 
The selling price is determined by the 
competition of sources of supply, hence 
the carrier must make rates so low that 
products from a distance may enter the 
market at a profit to the producer, as 
against the product near the market. This 
force of competition enters into the deter­ 
mination of the rates of nearly all com­ 
modities and in nearly all places, but op­ 
erates most powerfully ii|x>n those things 
consumed in the largest quantities, as in 
such there is greatest competition. 
Hence 
it tends to reduce to a minimum rates on 
grain, provisions, coal, etc., and conse­ 
quently least effects rates on silks, broad­ 


cloth and wines. The result is differen­ 
tial rates, and these, while causing com­ 
plaint by some, are the source of greatest 
benefit to the many. 
It produces competi­ 
tion between places where otherwise none 
exists, and brings competition to commod­ 
ities which before were monopolies. And 
so, in its effect, by constantly tending to 
reduce the selling price, it restricts profits 
more and more, and brings into stronger 
play the forces determining the cost of 
production. 
Hence result an action and 
reaction which continually tend to reduce 
the price of commodities to consumers. 
Another force regulating values is the 
power of a railroad to increase its net in­ 
come by increasing its traffic at lower rates. 
More is to be made with small profits and 
large sales. 
Everv consideration, as he 
specifies in detail, influences railroads to 
increase production, trade and manufact­ 
ures, and likewise keep it in the line of an 
increase of traffic at lower rates, for a de­ 
crease of rates accompanied by a corre­ 
sponding 
increase of 
traffic 
produces 
larger receipts and a larger net profit to 
the railroad, as is apparent. 
In this line 
the R ecohd-Union has frequently com­ 
mented, to show the profound interest the 
railroad companies have in the develop­ 
ment and settlement of a country, and to 
emphasize the community of interest be­ 
tween producer and carrier, and shipper 
and carrier. 
Some expenses of a railway, as interest 
and administration, remain 
fixed, un­ 
changed by increase or decrease of traffic ; 
a larger number are Increased in a slight 
degree, as superintendence, agencies, re­ 
pairs, etc. 
What other charges remain 
are increased by an increase of traffic to a 
somewhat greater degree, but not in pro­ 
portion to the increased business. So, on 
the whole, an increase of traffic may be 
carriel at a less rate, and still afford a 
larger net profit. 
This proposition is il­ 
lustrated by tabular exhibits of tons car­ 
ried, freight earnings, expenses and profits 
on four of the greater railways of the 
country. 
Thus on these four great arteries 
of commerce in 1S75 the average tonnage 
per one mile was 1,203,651, and in 1880, 
2,032,860. 
The average rate per mile in 
1875 was (cents) 1.163, and in 1SS0, .S70, 
and the average net earnings per mile in 
1875, being $4,974, was in 1880, with the 
lessened rate and increased tonnage, $7,291. 
Mr. Lansing cites the Central Pacific 
Railroad as an instance in point, though 
often mentioned as having very Little com­ 
petition for the greater portion of its 
traffic. 
Yet for six years preceding De­ 
cember 31, 1882, the rates indicated asimi­ 
lar relation to the volume of traffic, show­ 
ing a steady 
decrease with 
the 
in­ 
crease 
of 
business. 
This 
reduction 
lias 
been, 
he avers, 
the 
result 
of 
the efforts of

crease its traffic, rather than because of 
forces of competition. 
Another remark­ 
able fact is pointed out, that the decrease 
between the first and last years (1877 and 
1882) was greater on the Central Pacific 
than ujxin the four great Eastern lines— 
i. c., the Erie, Pennsylvania, New York 
Central, and Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and 
Chicago. Thus in 1877 the Central Pacific 
Railroad, with 1,783 miles, carried 201,338 
tons one mile to each mile of road at 2.71 
cents per ton per mile, while in 1882, with 
3,041 miles of road, it carried 290,936 tons 
one mile to each mile of road, at 1.81 cents 
per ton per mile. The comparison is made 
as follows:

Treating of the relation between rates 
and the volume of traffic lie remarks that 
the complaint is made that Western roads 
have higher rates than Eastern trunk lines, 
and the lack of direct competition is as­ 
sumed to l>e the cause. 
But when the 
volume of traffic is considered in connec­ 
tion with the rates the wonder is that a 
greater difference in rates does not exist.

I fence, reduction of rates increases the 
profits of railroads when there is a corre­ 
sponding increase of traffic, for the increase 
of traffic reduces the ratio of expenses. 
If 
the profit of producers is limited, says Mr. 
Lansing, or the price to consumers in­ 
creased, production and traffic are equally 
limited; the general wealth and the prof­ 
its of the carrier arc liotli restricted. 
It 
follows that an increase in the profits of 
the rail carrier is not at the expense of the 
community, hut is an accompaniment of 
that general increase of wealth which lias 
lieen made jsHsible at the lower rates of 
trans|K»rtation. 
The natural principles 
regulating rates are competitive forces. 
Kail roads hid for business, and where that 
is greatest the bidding is most active; so, 
where there is least traffic there is least 
competition. 
Kates 
are 
lowest where 
greatest quantities are moved and highest 
where traffic is least. 
Greatest traffic is 
jHkssihlc in those things produced in larg­ 
est quantities, and for which the demand 
is practically unlimited. These, therefore, 
have the lowest rates. They constitute pri­ 
marily the necessities of life, and second­ 
arily, the chcajK*r articles which are the 
common comforts of the poorer classes. In­ 
crease in cost of commodities narrows their 
consumption, and the incentive to carry 
tlicvn at low rates is proportionally reduced. 
These principles, the parallels of which 
govern in the competition of trade, affect 
rates of transportation to the cheapening 
of the necessaries of life first; the comforts 
second ; the luxuries last and least, and all 
this moilts in the greatest g<HKl for the 
greatest number. 
The conclusion of the 
whole matter reached by the essayist is: 
Controlled by the natural forces of cora- 
jH'tition, the proprietor of a railway con­ 
stantly works to advance the interests of 
the nation. 
In seeking to increase earnings he does 
not increase rato, but the tendency of 
rates is ever downward, in obedience to the 
common principles of commerce, toward a 
minimum. 
In seeking to advance his own interests 
lie works equally to advance the interests 
of the shipjiers, and so of the community 
at large. 
He cannot lessen the traffic of the road 
without reducing its profits, nor restrict 
the development of traffic without limit­ 
ing its profits. 
To injure the shipjier or interfere w ith 
his interest*, the railroad must equally in­ 
jure itself. 
Mr. Landing asks, “ Is it not, then, safer 
and better to leave regulation, classifica­ 
tion and establishment of rates with the 
proprietors, under the control of the nat­ 
ural forces referred to, than to delegate it 
to a Legislature or Commission, whose in­ 
terests in its proper execution are rela­ 
tively slight, and whose information at the 
l>est cannot Ik* compared to that of those 
who make it the busiucss of their lives 7*

Tl»e S a c r a m e n to R iv e r in Congreso* 
Washington, April 24th.—The Pacific Coast 
members of Concress appeared before the House 
Committee on Rivers and Harbors yesterday in 
relation to the appropriation* asked far by the 
engineers in charge of improvements iu Califor­ 
nia and Oregon and Washington Territory. Sen­ 
ators Farley and Dolph and Representatives 
Budd, Henley, Tully. Glascock and George, and 
Delegate Brents, were present. Budd made a 
long argument in favor of an appropriation to 
im)M>und the debris and for a levee on the Sac­ 
ramento river, us recommended by Colonel 
Mendel! in his report for 1880. He dwelt at 
length upon the ruin likely to result to Sacra­ 
mento from a freshet, and described the deplor­ 
able condition of affairs at present. In 1*M 
Mendell recommended an expenditure of $50»,- 
000 on the construction of wing-darn sand levees, 
but in his report this vear he state.* that S4».»»0 
is all that he required to continue the oj>erations 
of the snag-boat. Budd criticised this change of 
base, and attributed it to a decision of the Cnited 
States Circuit Court permanently enjoining hy­ 
draulic miners. But lu* thought there was more 
necessity for the Government taking up the 
work now than before that decision. According 
to Mendell’s report there were 319,000,000 cubic 
yards of debris still lodged around the head­ 
waters of the Sacramento and Feather rivers, 
and to wait until it was all washed into San 
Francisco Bay would cause a damage that eould 
never be repaired* 
Senator Farley urged the committee to con­ 
sider the imi>ortrtuee of the Sacramento river as 
the regulator of interstate commerce in Califor­ 
nia, and as a means of keeping down charges by 
rail, and while he did not want the river and 
harbor bill swelled beyond ail amount that 
would not be approved by the public, he urged 
the committee not to overlook the importance 
of impounding debris iu the Sacramento and 
Feather river canyons. 
Glascock and Heulcy explained that at the 
time Mendell had given up the idea of asking 
the Cnited States to impound the debris, the 
state had pn*>cd a law to do the work itself, and 
it was thought the problem would he solved, but 
that legislation had been declared unconstitu­ 
tional, and the m atter was in its original posi­ 
tion. If the river was to be saved, the Govern­ 
ment must save it. 
Thomas of Illinois, a member of the commit­ 
tee, who said he ow ned. a portion of a Yuba 
county hydraulic mine, and therefore spoke 
feelingly, gave hi» experience of a trip along 
the rivér some years ago. He indorsed Budd’s 
description as accurate. 
In reply to questions by Willis, Budd stated 
that he would ask for the amount recommended 
bv the engineers in 18S1, which was $500,(100. 
Glascock also spoke upon the condition of the 
Sacramento ana Feather rivers, and described 
the gradual shoaling of Suisun bay. 
U nited S tates Senate. 
W ashington, April 24th.—The Chair laid be­ 
fore the Senate a communication from the At­ 
torney-General requesting that immediate pro­ 
vision be made by a joint resolution of Congress 
for the United States Courts. The sum recoin- 
mended .is $6»,000. The Attorney-General states 
that the Courts are in session all over the 
country, and no money is paid jurors or wit­ 
nesses.* 
The Chair laid before the Senate unfinished 
business, being the bill to provide a Bureau of 
Animal Industry, and to suppress cattle diseases. 
After debate, the Senate adjourned. 
H ouse of R ep resen tativ es. 
Washington, April 21tli.—The House went 
into Committee of the Whole (Converse in the 
chair) for consideration of the Senate amend­ 
ments to the navy appropriation bill. 
When tlie amendment appropriating $460,000 
to complete the ordnance outfit of the new 
cruisers was reached, Blackburn moved concur­ 
rence. Agreed to—111 to 92. 
Randall gave notice that he would demand 
the ayes and noes in the House. 
The remainder of the amendments were non­ 
concurred in. 
The committee rose, and the House agreed to 
its report, the vote on concurrence in the ord­ 
nance amendment being—aves 136, noes 106. 
Kussou withdrew his jxmit of order, which 
had sent the Postoflice appropriation bill and 
the Senate amendments to the Committee of the 
Wnole, and the House, proceeding to their con­ 
sideration, the amendments were non-coneurred 
in. 
The House then took a recess until 8 o’clock, 
the evening session to be for debate on the tariff 
bill. 
T he R ecent In d ian B a ttle in C olorado. 
Denver, April 24th. A. Johnson, who was 
present at the recent battle between the Nava- 
joos and whites at Mitchell’s place on the lower 
San Juan river, southern Colorado, arrived in 
1 forango to-day. Johnson says: Myself. William 
Grove and Victor Neff arrived at Mitchell’s 
store 011 the evening of the 15th. A party of a 
dozen Navajo Indians came to the store. One 
drew a gun on Edward Mitchell, and while the 
quarrel was in progress a Navajo named Rye 
Lilly commenced removing the buckskin from 
his riffe. The other Indians ran for their guns, 
that were standing against the store. Both In­ 
dians and whites then began firing. After about 
25 shot* were exchanged, the Indians retreated 
across the river, leaving one dead 011 the 
ground. None of the whites were hurt. The 
whites then proceeded to throw up fortifica­ 
tions. while t no women showed great nerve, 
curiyiug tubs of water to supply tluem in case 
of a siege. Johnson then started for Fort 
Lewis, 
ami 
the commanding officer im­ 
mediately 
started 
a 
squad 
of 
mounted 
cavalry to the relief of Mitchell's. When they 
reached Bowen ferry a Navajo came in and re- 
l*orted that the Ctc* had killed all the whites ait 
Mitchell’s place. So far no other word has been 
received, and Johnson fears that all the whites 
have been massacred. It is not probable that 
the Ctc* went to the scene to avenge the death 
of a Navajo Indian. It is common that one trila* 
lay its crimes to another. The district comman­ 
der has ordered Captain Ketcham’s company to 
leave Fort Lewis early to-morrow morning. 
Troops arc also being brought up from Fort Win­ 
gate, New Mexico, but it may be several days 
before anything definite can be learned. Fol­ 
lowing is the list of whites when Johnson left 
Mitchell’s place : old man Mitchell and wife: 
Edgar Mitchell, wife and three children: Henry 
Mitchell and wife: Joseph Dougherty and wife; 
Peter Christman,William Poland,William Groue 
and Victor Neff. 
T otal D estruction o f a F all R iver C otton 
Mill. 
F a ll R iver (Mass.). April 21th.—To-night the 
Sagamore mill, No. 1. in the northern part of the 
city, caught rire in the basement. A i>ortion of 
the basement was used us a store room for cot­ 
ton, and contained several hundred bales. This 
cotton was on fire in three places when first 
found, leaving little doubt that the fire was in­ 
cendiary. The 
llames climbed the elevator 
shaft and tlfrough the tower to the stories above, 
and the whole interior of the mill was soon a 
mas* of flames. The roof finally fell, carrying 
the remaining floors to the basement. Then the 
south half of the east wall fell with a tremen­ 
dous crash into the huge furnace of flame. The 
mill is a total loss. The loss will amount to 
$600,0»»; insurance. $5<»n.*im. The mill destroyed 
ran about 4»,»nu spindles and 10.no» looms, and 
furnished employment to alwjut 5»0 hands, with 
a weekly pay roll of >5.non. The Sagamore was 
one of the ten mills in which the spinners 
¡ struck twelve week* ago, and was tne one 
I against which the efforts of tin* strikers were 
mainly directed. Notwithstanding the strike. 
• the mill had been kept steadily in operation, 
1 and to-day nearly a full complement of ma­ 
chinery was running. 
A M u rd erer Forced to Confess.
